The London Times' St. Pittsburg 
corres])ondenL says it is declared in 
well informed circles {h^i the prohibi- 
lion of rye exports irom Russia was 
not warranuvl by the condition ot the 
crops, and that the ukase was a politi- 
cal move against Germany and Austria. 


A Heilin tiespatch says the news from 
Eastern 
Prussia is of the gloomiest 
character. The people there have just 
become generally aware of the Russian 
prohibition of the export of rye' and 
they regard it almost as a death sen- 
tence. 
Those near the frontier 
have 
been depending of late on rye purchas- 
ed in small quantities^across the boun- 
dary in Russia. 


The R nssian officials now refuse to 
let even a pound of grain go over the 
line, and have threatened with impris- 
onment any person caught selling, or 
iany German found on Russian soil with 
grain purchased there. 
The scenes de- 
scribed are heartrending and numerous 
applications have been made to the lo- 
cal authorities for relief. 
These appli- 
cations are fast consuming the money 
devoted to, the sublenance of the poor, 
and there is some talk of petitioning 
the Prussian Government to issue army 
rations to the distressed. 
It is believ- 
ed that Chancellor Caprivi will adopt 
this course, rather than repeal the corn 
duties. 


In the manufacturing centers of Ger- 
many, es])ecially 
Chemnitz, 
PJatzen 
and Greiz, the disticss of the people is 
increasing, dullness of trade bemg com- 
bined with the high price of provisions. 
Rye bread is the staple of the j-oorer 
class oi working ppople, and any in- 
crease of the already high price would 
mean starvation to many. 
There is a 
strong desire in the manufacturing dis- 
tricts to emigrate to America, but few 
of the people are sufficiently ahead in 
money to do so. 


Among the peasantry, saj's a corres- 
pondent writing from Silesia, the gen- 
eral feeling is that of apathetic despair. 


The prevalent distress in Germany 
reacts on the Jewish refugees, and ev- 
erywhere along the border they are be- 
ing 
turned 
back 
unless 
absolutely 
equipped with funds to take care of 
themselves. 
The ^majority of the refu- 
gees are without money and therefore 
are not permitted to enter Germany. 


There has been a sudden change in 
the tone of certain German papers to- 
ward the United States since the Rus- 
sian prohibition of corn 
exportation. 
The writers now generally look lo the 
United Slates for relief, not only for 
the present, but in the future, and jt is 
confidently anl-cipated that the supply 
from America will offset the poor har- 
vest and prevent prolonged distress.

i i , this

gress executive committee have called 
upon the ministers and teachers through- 
out the world to take as their text that 
day the words from Leviticus tliat are 
cast in the bronze of the bell that rang 
out from the stee])le of Independence 
Hall on ]uly 4, 1776, "Proclaim Lib- 
erty Throughout all the Land Unto all 
the Inhabitants Thereof." 


They also request that the subject 
matter of their discourse shall be the 
discovery of America, what the result 
of this has been to the world, and its 
promise for the future. 
They ask that 
a copy of the sermons and addresses 
delivered that day shall be sent to the 
secretary of their committee, Mr, Wm. 
O. McDowell, Newark, N. J., and they 
will be carefully bound and preserved 
for future generations. 


The full committee will meet i-n In- 
dependence Hall the fallowing day, 
October 12th, and there adopt an a d - 
dress to all the people, and complete 
the organization of the Humane Free* 
dom League.

Making 
<liain to Order. 


The ^rainfall expedition sent out by 
the United States Department of A^ri- 
culture under the charge o{ R, G. Dy- 
renforth arrived at Midland, Texas, 
last week. 
Part of ihe week was spent 
in conveying the supplies to the ranch 
of Nelson Morns, of Chicago, which is 
located 
twenty three miles north of 
Midland. 
The explosions of "racka- 
rock*' bombs caused great concussions, 
and were heard and felt distinctly at a 
considerable distance from the field of 
operations. 
The explosives were all 
fired from the ground by means of el- 
ectric batteries. 
The trial was made 
primarily to test the apparatus, and was 
not calculated to be on a scale exten- 
sive enough to secure rain. 
However, 
in about ten hours after the explosions 
clouds began to form and gather over 
the 
Morris ranch 
and surrounding 
country, and about seventeen hours af- 
ter the operations the rain began to 
fall in copious showers. 
The storm 
seemed to gather directly over the 
ranch and the fiill of rain was heaviest 
at that point. 
The storm 
extended 
over a space of six hours. 
About two 
inches fell at that point. 
This storm 
breaks a drought of long duration in 
that locality and is the best ram that 
has fallen on the Morris ranch for more 
than a year. 
All the apparatus will be 
in position in a few days, when full 
trial will be made, which will be watch* 
with greatest interest. 


England's 
Starving 
Workmen, 
Owing to the depression in the iron 
tiade, oi>erations at many of the prin- 
cipal iron works in the Cumberland 
district, England, have been suspended 
for some time past and the inability of 
the workmen to secure employment is 
causing the most acute distrCFS. Six 
thousand men have been thrown out of 
employment by the stoppage of the 
works, and a large number of them 
have earned nothing for a year. Many 
families have struggled along hoping, 
for better times, but hope of the works 
again starting up has been abandoned 
now, and the outlook tor the coming 
winter is of the gloomiest nature. The 
families of the iron workers, men, wo- 
men and children, all show traces of 
the privations they have suffered through 
the enforced idleness of the breadv/in- 
ners, and it is an absolute fact that 
hundreds of them are on the verge of 
starvation. 
So serious has the situation 
become that the authorities have decid- 
ed to start public works to give employ- 
ment to the many idle men in the dis- 
trict, and thus avert the famine which 
is threatened. 


Since June 20, May White, of Mun- 
ich, Mich., aged

Caauia- Crabs. 


A thriving industry at Hampton, Ya., 


is the canning of hard-shell crabs, wMch 
was first bejrua ia the year 1878. About 
the 1st of~ April the season for these 
crustaceans opens and continues until 
June- 
During that month and July the 


crabs are found with spawn and unfit for 
canning purposes. Thea in August the 
work begins anew and frooi that time 
until about the 1st of November the 
canneries are kept very busy. 


The crabs are caught chiefly with trot 


lines and nets. 
Beef tripe is used for 


bait and each line is attended by one 
mail ia a light skin. The average daily 
catch per maa ia Hampton Roads is from 
sixty to seventy-five dozea, although 250 
dozen catches have beea oceasioasliy re- 
ported. 


Large boats go out every day and 


collect the crabs froca the nsheraaen. 
Upon arrival at the cannery the dead ones 
and spawners are thrown away. 
The 


others are placed ia open slat-work cars 
and conveyed to a wooden steamer hav- 
ing a capacity of 250 dozen into which a 
car is rolled. Stea-i is then turned oa 
and the crabs cooked until they turn red, 
when the car is roU'^tl Otis and the con- 
teats shoveled into basket-?. These are 
delivered to men technically termed 
"Strippers." who remove the shells, 
small ciaws and eatniils. 
These men 


pass the cleaned portions to a force 01 
women and children called "pickers," 
who take out all the seat and place it in 
large pans. The large ciaws are crushed 
aad the meat deftly extracted. As these 
pickers receive but from two to three 
cents a pound, it nituraliy follows that; 
tb.ev must be quick and agile workers. 
The most rapid pickers can generally 
prepare about twenty-live pounds a day, 
but the average is about sixteen pounds. 
The hard parts ana other refuse are 
damped into sheet-iron barrels, placed ia 
scows and sold to the neighboring farm- 
ers for fertilizing purposes. 
The upper 


shells, which the strippers remove, are 
carefully cleaned and used as receptacles 
for devi.'ed crabs, being packed up and 
sold with the cans containing the meat. 


After being weighed, the crab-meat is 


taken to the "nllers," who pack it in 
one aad two-pound cans. Each pound 
can is estimated to contain the meat; ex- 
tracted from thirty-eight crabs. In order 
to prevent spoiling in the cans, the con- 
tents must be very thoroughly cooked, 
and consequently after being sealed these 
receptacles are placed in boiling water 
for half an hoar. Then they are taken. 
out aad vented by piercing a small hole 
in the top of each, and immediately re- 
sealed. 
After this they are givea a final 


hot water bath, in which they remain for 
two hours. Another process consists in 
glaciag the cans ia a strong solution of 
chloride of lime water. 


Upward of 11,000,000 crabs are thus 


canned each season in the Harnptou. es- 
tablishments, and find a ready sale in all 
parts of the United States.—Detroit Free

Caniiitt^^ CrftbA. 


A thriving industry ut Hampton, Va,, 
is the canning of hard-shell crabs, which 
was first begun iu the year 1878. About 
tho 
1st of April the season for these 
crustaceans opens and continues 
until 
June. 
During that month and July the 
crabs are found with spawn and unfit for 
canning purposes. 
Then iu August the 
work begins anew and from that time 
until about the 1st of November the 
canneries are kept very busy. 


The crabs are caught chiefiy with trot 
lines and nets. 
Beef tripe is used for 
bait oud each line is attended by one 
man iu a light skiff. 
The average daily 
catch per man in Hampton Koads is from 
sixty to seventy-five dozen, althousrh 250 
dozen catches have been occasionally re- 
ported. 


Large 
boats go out every day and 
collect 
the 
crabs from the 
fishermen. 
Upon arrival at the cannery the dead ones 
and spawners are thrown away. 
The 
others arc placed in open slat-work cars 
and conveyed to a wooden steamer hav- 
ing a capacity of 250 dozen into which a 
car is rolled, 
Sten»n is then turned on 
and the crabs cooked until they turn red, 
when the car is rolled out and the con- 
tents shoveled into baskets. 
These are 
delivered 
to 
men 
technically 
termed 
"strippers," 
who 
remove 
the 
sliells, 
small claws and entrails. 
These men 
pass the cleaned portions to a force of 
women and children called 
"pickers," 
who take out all the meat and place it in 
large pans. 
The large claws are crushed 
and the meat deftly extracted. 
As these 
pickers receive but from two to three 
cents a pound, it uiturally follows that 
they must be quick and agile workers. 
The most rapid pickers can generally 
prepare about twenty-five pounds a day, 
but the average is about sixteen pounds. 
The 
hard 
parts 
and other refuse are 
dumped into sheet-iron barrels, placed iu 
scows and sold to the neighboring farm- 
ers for fertilizing purposes. 
The upper 
shells, which the strippers remove, are 
carefully cleaned and used as receptacles 
for deviled crabs, being packed up and 
sold with the cans containing the meat. 


After being weighed, the crab-taeat is 
taken to the "fillers," who pack it in 
one and two-pound cans. 
Each pound 
can is estimated to contain the meat ex- 
tracted from thirty-eight crabs. In order 
to prevent spoiling in the cans, the con- 
tents must be very thoroughly cooked, 
and consequently after being sealed these 
receptacles are placed in boiling water 
for half an hour. 
Then they are taken 
out and vented by piercing a small hole 
in the top of each and immediately re- 
sealed. 
After this they are given a final 
hot w^ater bath, in which they remain for 
two hours. 
Another process consists in 
placing the cans in a strong solution of 
chloride of lime water. 


Upward of 11,000,000 crabs are thus 
canned each season in the Hampton es- 
tablishments, and find a ready sale in all 
narts of the United States.—Detroit Fi-ec 
Frm.

KITTIATE OP SODA OX W1IK\T. 


The wonderful properties of nitrate of 
'soda are being stril/ingly exhibited at 
the Ohio AgricultuvaV Experiment Sta- 
tion, where wheat is being grown con- 
tinually under dillerent methods of fer- 
tilizing. 
Although the nitrate was not 
applied until the middle of April it stim- 
ulated such a big growth that the plots 
which received nitrate iu large quantities 
carry almost thrice as great n weight of 
vegetation as do the plots that had no 
nitrate.—Hexo York 
World, 


n o w TO PLANT A FLOVEU BED. 


It is no easy matter, writes a corre- 
spondent, to prepare a flower bed for the 
seeds, and especially if the turf has not 
been spaded up for years. After the sods 
are taken away the bed should be well 
lilled up with earth, so that it Avill not 
be too damp, 
It should then be raked 
over and made smooth, after which it is 
ready for the seeds. 
Some seeds, pan- 
sies lor instance, should flrst be planted 
in boxes, and when large enough must 
be set into the ground. 
It is well to 
transplant pansy seedliniis two or three 
times, and when the seedlings are trans- 
planted it should be done at night rath- 
er than in the morning, unless it is a ver^' 
cloudy da}^ 
Some seedlings will 
not 
stand it well to be transplanted. 
The 
poppy, 
for instance, should 
never be 
transplanted. 
When 
pansy 
seeds are 
iirst planted it is better to water them 
with 
boiling 
hot M'ater, because they 
will sprout quicker. 
This must not be 
done more than two or three times, on 
account of killing the sprouts. 
Seeds 
may be planted in rows 
or not, but I 
prefer to have them mixed up, as I think 
they look prettier. 
It is very discour- 
aging to have a bed all dug over, seeds 
planted and sprouted, and then to havo 
some child run over it. 
That was my 
case with a nasturtium bed, and 
the 
seeds were just sprouting. 
l^Iy brother 
was 
out digging up a bed and playing 
with a little girl at the same time, when 
she ran straight through the best part- 
Of course I shall not know the difference 
len years from now. 
The weeds should 
always 
be kept out 
from among the 
plants and the earth should be loosened 
quite often. 
The plants should he wat- 
ered every day, and I think it is 
better 
to do it at night. 
When the plants are 
in blossom some folks seem to be afraid 
to pick 
them. 
It is very much better 
for various kinds of plants to pick oil the 
blossoms, as it makes them 
bloom more 
freely.—Neto England 
Honiesiead^ 


nOG CHOLERA, 


The most reliable authorities differ iu 
many points in regard to the disease 
known as **hog cholera," for it seems to 
be mimifested in nearly as many ways as 
ever the •Miornail" in cattle was, and as 
that has been found to be iu no way a 
ditieabe of the horns, though the horn 
may become diseased in consequence of 
some forms of it, bo the cholera is not 
the disease, but a symptom of the efforts 
nature is making to throw off the dis- 
ease. 
And quite as often the first symp- 
tom of these dis.nses are constipation 
rather than scouring, but it does not at- 
tract attention, 
Tho 
feeding of indi- 
gestible food may originate diseases that 
are often called "hog cholera," and most 
Irequent are 
the feeding of grass 
or 
clover while wet, weeds that are partially 
wilted or have lain in piles until 
they 
h^ve begun to decay, decayin^f veiceta- 


bles, and musty or mouldy grain, ano( 
city swill containing more or less of mat- 
ter which has reached nearly the lash 
stages of decay. 
While scouriufr and 
vomiting are among the earliest symp- 
toms Noticed iu many cases, others show 
dulness, stupor and loss of appetite, and' 
perhaps a breaking out of red or nearly 
purple spots back of the ears, on the- 
rump or thighs, and on parts lain on or 
kept too warm by contact with other ani- 
mals when lying down in tho ])en. 
In 
nearly 
all stages the 
evacuations are 
poisonous to other swine, and when t h e 
disease once appears in a herd the larger- 
part of them will take it unless the most 
effective measures are taken to check its- 
progress. 
The removal cf all not yet 
ailing to cloau \)ons and grounds, the^ 
best of care iu regard to proper food, 
and a supply of clean water for drinking 
and bathing, are usually more effectual 
remedies than medicine, but all pens and. 
yards in which hogs have been 
taken 
sick should be at once disinfected after* 
they have been removed, for which pur- 
pose a solution of corbolic acid or of 
sulphuric 
acid 
seeuis to be as good as- 
anything known, 
thougli sulphate of 
irou (copperas) may suffice in place of 
more powerful disinfectants, or a 
solu- 
tion of 
corrosive sublimate. 
These so- 
lutions will not be very strong, but must 
be used 
abundantly about 
all 
wood, 
work, to penetrate into all cracks and 
crevices. Air-slaked Hm-e upon tW earth, 
of yards and pens may assist very much,, 
but pastures where sick swine have run. 
should be plowed to bring up fresh earth 
to the suriace, and e\en then it is well 
to use the lime around their most fre- 
quent haunts. 
All dead animals should 
be buried deep or 
cremated,—Boston^^ 
Cultivator*

Journal that to many a farmer's wife the 
most disagreeable part of farming is the 
taking into the family of help that is 
needed. 
It is the primitive custom yet 
retained in many locations, but with im- 
proved methods of farming will come 
more enlightened ideas as to the preser- 
vation of the heart of .the home, the wife 
and the mother, and her strength will be 
husbanded as we do not think of now. 
It is too precious to be wasted in prepar- 
ing immense dinners for brawny men 
otlier than her own family. 


And Avhat an absurdity to Iry and feed 
children on food fit for hard working 
men; it cannot be done. 
Food proper 
for children 
would 
not 
furnish 
the 
strength necessary for the performance 
of hard physical labor, and to feed chil- 
dren on the hearty food laborers need 
would lead to no end of ill-heath for 
them. 
It is almost an impossibility to 
deny children food that is on the table 
and to hold them to the proper diet with 
thiugs before them that they want so 
bad. 


There are so many dishes that a wo- 
man loves to prepare for her own family ; 
that would be silly to set before laboring 
men. 
Dishes that would be of no more 
good to them iu the way of nourishmwnt 
than so much candy, but that we love 
and make good for us—such as custards, 
cream pulis, cakes, lemon pies and such 
light dishes. 


And, too, the meeting of the family at 
table should be the pleiisantest affair of 
the day, and M-here a man is a busy one 
it is often the time to make plans, to 
talk over many private matters that one 
does not speak of before any but members 
of his own family. 


One's evenings, too, should be gen- 
erally spent in private, just the family, 
AVho is willing to admit to the intimacy 
of the heme evening circle those who 
may retail all that happens or who may 
inlluence tho boys and girls ever so little 
in a way we cannot approve'of? 


Let the help havo their own quarters. 
A married man is best, then he has his 
own home life and is content. 


FARM AXD GARDEN KOTES. 


Have your fowls any shade? 
Spade up the runs occasionally. 
No farm should be without one or two* 
good brood sows.

All plants started in hot-beds should, 
be exposed to the air a few days before 
transplanting.

If 
not, stick your head into it to-night at- 
nine o'clock. 


Notwithstanding the good fruit pros- 
pects tomatoes will find ready purchaser.-; 
aud can always be made a salable and^ 
paying crop. 


Fowls running at large should be pro- 
vided with convenient secluded nesting' 
places known to you or they will find, 
some unknown ones. 


We believe the sooner a sick hen iS' 
killed the better. 
It saves time, saves 
feed, saves health to the rest. 
Kill and? 
bury every moping hen. 


Don't pull too many stalks from the 
rhubarb bed; let some of the leaves re- 
main, for they are the lungs that supply 
life and vigor to the roots. 


Some men pay a great deal of atten- 
tion to the branches of the fruit 
tree,, 
and let the roots take Ciire of themselves.. 
Both require equal attention. 


Don't pick the peaches 
too 
green.^ 
Remember that this fruit cannot npen- 
after leaving the tree without losing its* 
fiavor, hence the value of near-by mar- 
kets and local growers. 


Present prices of land and its products- 
will not justify a man in clearing rocky 
land for pastures or fields cither, unless- 
it is near some large town where market, 
gardening can be followed. 


To keep borers away from my peach* 
trees and to keep the trunks nice and 
smooth I wrap them with tar paper fronx- 
an inch below ground up eighteen inch-^ 
es when first set out and keep it on. 


If you do not use a lawn mower save- 
tome nicely cured fine grass where yoo» 
can get at it next winter, 
liun some of 
it through the feed cutter and soak out- 
for the fowls; they will appreciate it. 


It cost much more to regain a lost 
pound of fieshon a steer than to add a^ 
like weight to a thrifty one. 
In pur- 
chasing steers to feed, thrifty ones will 
generally be found the more profitable. 


We know of nothing that purifies the^ 
hen-house better than fresh earth scat- 
tered on the 
fioor. 
Kerosene mtty kill 
lice, ashes or dust be good for a dust' 
bath, but neither of these give the fresh- 
ness that fresh soil does. 
Try it. 


The little culls of strawberries, per- 
haps imperfect on one side, will add but. 
a trifle to the quantity of fruit and surely 
pull down the j)rice for the 
basket or 
crate more than seems possible.

six, a dreadful 
-whirlwind from the southeast, coming 
from Africa—thus do all authors in nil 
-ages seize upon the opportunity of pa- 
rading their knowledge—''from Africa!'' 
.all that way I—blew upon tho city and 
•overthrow upward of GOO houses and 
several churches, 
greatly damaged the 
Tower, and tore away the roof 
and part 
of the wall or St. Mary le Bow, in Cheap- 
side. 
During the same storm the water 
in the Thames rose with such rapidity 
and increased so violently that London 
Brid'^c was entirely swept away.

Sale of a Meteorite. 


Mr. Jacob Snyder has sold the me- 


teorite of which mention was recently 
made in theae columns. - Mr. Snyder 
lives in the immediate vicinity of Two 
Taverns on what was a portion of the 
Young farm. His tract is 17 acres. 
Three years ago last fall while digging 
holes for an orchard, he struck this 
meteorite which was about one foot 
under ground. When brought to the 
surface, it was found to weigh 870 
pounds. He placed it on a trestle in 
the adjoining woods, where it mate- 
rially hardened by exposure to the sun 
and air. Correspondence with the 
Smithsonian Institute at Washington 
developed the fact, by analysis of por- 
tions of it, that ifc was over 98 per 
cent metalic, of which over 92 per 
cent, were iron, 4.88 of nickel and a 
trace of cobalt The Institution also 
stated that it is one of the largest-me- 
teorites yet discovered in this country. 
On the invitation of the Smithsonian 
Institution, Mr. Snyder sent them the 
meteorite for their examination. Their 
letters show that it fully met their ex- 
pectations. Mr. Snyder had an offer 
tor it from an agent of the Institution, 
bnt he sold it on Saturday last to bet- 
ter advantage to Mr. Edwin E. How- 
ell of Washington, for $650 cash, he 
also to get a piece of it weighing not 
less than five fcs, nor more than ten 
Ibs. when put in condition.

Sale of a Meteorite. 


Mr. Jacob Snyder has sold the me- 
teorite of which mention was recently 
made in these columns. Mr. Snyder 
lives in the immediate vicinity of Two 
Taverns on what was a portion of the 
Young farm. His tract is 17 acres. 
Three years ago last fall while digging 
boles for an orchard, he struck this 
meteorite which was about one foot 
under ground. When brought to the 
surface, it was found to weigh 870 
pounds. 
He placed it on a trestle in 
the adjoining woods, where it mate- 
rially hardened by exposure to the sun 
and air. Correspondence with the 
Smitbsonian Institute at Washington 
developed the fact, by analysis of por- 
tions of it, that it was over 98 per 
cent, metaiic, of which over 92 per 
cent were iron, 4.88 of nickel and a 
trace of cobalt. The Institution also 
stated that it is one of the largest me- 
teorites yet discovered in this country. 
On the invitation of the Smithsonian 
Institution, Mr. Snyder sent them the 
meteorite for their examination. Their 
letters show that it fully met their ex- 
pectations. 
Mr. Snyder had an offer 
tor it from an agent of the Institution, 
but he sold it on Saturday last to bet- 
ter advantage to Mr. Edwin E. How- 
ell of Washington, for $650 cash, he 
also to get a piece of it weighing not 
less than five lbs, nor more than ten 
lbs. when put in condition.

It took three years of unremitting labor 
and at a frightful cost, to build 
this 
lighthouse. 
The building is a square, 
one-story dwelling, from the centre of 
which rises the tower, which is crowned 
by a gallery and lantern containing 
a 
first order lens. 
The material used is 
stone for the outer walls and brick and 
iron for the interior. 
The light is forty- 
eight feet above the base of the 
tower 
and 13G feet above the sea. 


Upon this solitary rock, miles from any 
human habitation, surrounded vreek in 
and week out by howling tempests and 
angry waves, dwells the keeper with his 
family, 
Not 'a patch of green, not a 
pound of earth, not a shrub, not a single 
thing in sight but the broad expanse of 
ocean, and with no communication save 
at such time as the lighthouse tender can 
visit him, this solitary mortal, like Alex- 
ander Selkirk, must make the best of life. 
He well earns the §1000 which the Gov- 
ernment pays him, and, though he has 
no rent to pay, no food to buy and no 
clothcs to provide ior himself and fam- 
ily, how many are there who would ex- 
change 
places 
with 
him?—BrooJdyn 
Citizen.
